Impolicy of Compromise. 


The New York 'Evening Post, in an able 
ticle on the defeat of Col. Benton, in which 
high, tribute is paid to his talents, worth and 


distinguished services, th us speaks our mind:— 


" As we look back upon the political his- 


;ory of the democratic party, for the past 
:hree years,, and review.it by the light ofcur- 
•ent events, we cannot but feel that the dis- 
tinguished Senator from Missom'i had adopted 
i wj.ser, as well as a safer course if he had 
)oldly taken his stand, in opposition to the ex- 
ension of slavery, by advocating the applica- 
tion of the ordinance of 1787 to'thc new ter- 
itories, without attempting to keep terms with 
any party or principles which' contemplated 
shivery propagandism. Had that course been 
pursued, it is not difficult to foresee that at 
Shis day the democratic free soil party would 
have possessed more combined strength than 
any other political party in the country, and 
the next Presidential campaign would have 
established a permanent national policy, with- 
out a sympathy for slavery or servile labor. 
Till that is done, till such is the recognized 
policy of the predominant party in this conn- 
try, we shall have our best men cut off, one 
nfter the other, in the midst of their useful- 
ness, by the slave interest; and while states- 
men like Van Buren, and Benton, and Dix. 
and Hayward, are proscribed, the charge of 
public affairs will fall into the weak.and profli- 
gate hands of such men as Foote, and Bright, 
and llitchie, and Borland, to the immediate 
disgrace, if not final ruin of the country. 


The time has come for our great men to 


speak out, and to act out their convictions, or 
be forever silent. It is useless to temporise 
any longer or to hope anything from concilia- 
tion or compromise with slavery. 
Treachery 


and defeat are the only rewards honest men 
ever get for pursuing such a policy, and the 
result of tho senatorial election in Missouri, is 
a crowning illustral'on of it.

^i>oil roads. Their crops, in not a few instances 
rot on the fiwld.n, or thuy are prevented tVom get- 
ting; them to market, or they are obliged to go to 
market in consequence of debts, at the most un- 
profitable time of the year. It is the opinion at 
h" committee that if a»i enquiry were made, 
and monopoly would be proved to be the cause 
') g:'«!it pecuniary arid agricultural distress ia 
this State. There is plenty of money in the east 
but the money market must be always difficult 
aticl straitened in a ntw agricultural state, under 
.such consequences of land monopoly. 


Look at the evils also inflicted on community, 


from the fact, that town, village and city lots, are 
ir» many iiiHtunces.helcl by landlords for rent. Jf 
a tavtrn stand, a fihofBhop, clothing store or gro- 
cery Maul, is in a #ood place for buetaesc, the 
likiidlord putaon the tenant such a rule ofrent^ 
thai the tenant, after paying it, can, perhaps, 
only barely get along with his family. 
Hence, 


the tenant is compelled to charge hia customers 
.such exorbitant prices, that the public often com- 
plain of fXtortion, nm knowing that they are put 
under tribute to satisfy the rapacious exactions ol 
land monopolists. This is a great and common 
evil, and the cause is not enough noticed by those 
who suffer from its effects. A few men thus 
prey upon society. If the owner of a stand oc- 
cupitiH it himself, he is still able to charge extra- 
vagantly, because he has for bis competitors 
around him, tenants who have to pay high rents, 
and who huve to raise their prices on sales to cov- 
er them, and Justin conformity with the enormity 
of their rents. 


Laud monopoly is the root of vast evil to the 


morald of our citieens, to the cause of education 
and to practical religion, and the welfare and hap- 
piuesa of our country demand it&extirpation: and 
the most HTcctUii) plan of remffrifig the evil, is, a 
Land Limitation Law, ol'such a nature as has 
been proposed. 


Before closing this report, your 
committee 


would commend to your consideration the follow- 
ing extract from a report to -the Legislature of 
New York: 


" It is contrary to justice that a human being 


ehould be born without having the right to a fiee 
home somewhere on the earth, 
Accord n< to 


the theories of political economy, a man who Is 
b'irn in a world already occupied, if hia family 
have not the means of supporting, him, and so- 
ciety have no need of his labor.-has not the right 
to claim any portion of nourishment, and he is 
really one too many on earth—at the great ban- 
quet of nature there is no room for him. Whether 
in a true state cf so< iety, and a rightful apportion- 
ment of the soil, the earth will ever be over peo- 
pled, is a probU-m yet to be solved, and which 
time only cun answer. 


" The" All-Wise and Powerful Architect has 


probably fure-oruaiued. His government, that in. 
a juat condition of Bdciety,' over spreading our. 
woi Kl, there shall be a mutual law of equilibrium 
bctwutn the resources of the earth and the en tint 
population, so that no famine and misery shall 
then arise. But if it were destined that at any 
time the earth should be depopulated, we ought 
uot artificially 'o produce the horrors of such an- 
event, now, in the infancy of society, by Land 
Monopoly."
